NATO’s. millitary planners 
warned that the Soviet military 
threat against the Western 
world is greater now than at 
any previous time. 

Russia, they said, is training 
troops for nuclear warfare and 
has built up a speedy bomber 
fleet capable of reaching into 
any part of the NATO area 
with explosives of the megaton 
(million-ton) caliber. 


The recent cut of 640,000 in 
the Soviet armed forces ir no 
way lessened their combat abil- 
ity, according to an intelligence 
report on Russian and Commu- 
nist satellite strength placed 
before the ministers.

Training of ground forces has 
been reorganized to- increase 
mobility and dispersion in the 
atomic age. The satellite forces 
also were said to have improved | 
in quality. 

The Russian navy has im- 
proved both in quality and num- 
ber of ships. 

The report concluded by 
stressing that there is no sign 
of any relaxation in Russia’s ef- | 
forts to develop its military ca- | 
pabilities further.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP) 
—A group of business men re- 
ported yesterday they have 
found a powerful weapon for 
combatting Communist propa- 
ganda. It’s the United States 
mail order catalogue. 

“In Berlin,” Wage G. McCar- 
go of Richmond, Va., said “We 
had to chain the catalogues to 
the table.” 

“The Germans crowded 
around the tables three or four 
deep,” Kenneth Campbell of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce said. “We figured that 
25 per cent of all visitors were 
from Communist controlled Ber- 
lin. Well, they'd sit there, look- 
ing at those catalogues, and 
drool.” 

The business men were in 
town to receive certificates from 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks for their service on va- 
rious trade missions. While 
here, they held a press confer- 
ence to tell how they made out 
at telling the American story 
abroad and helping foreign busi- 
ness men find markets in this 
country. 

Nothing helped more at show- 
ing the variety of United States 
life, they agreed, than the hum- 
ble mail order catalogue put 
on display at trade fairs. 

“It was more popular abroad,” 
Campbell said, “than on the 
average farm here.” 

The United States economy, 
and how it works, apparently 
has the foreign business men 
baffled.

Berry has been a Charterite 
member of the council for many 
years. 

Under Cincinnati’s charter 
form of government the voters 
elect a council of nine mem- 
bers and it, in turn, elects the 
mayor and vice mayor. 

Taft is a brother of the late 
United States Senator Robert 
A. Taft and a son’ of former

A Long Deadlock Ends 


From the standpoint of the United Nations, the 
end of the 10-year deadlock over admission of 
new members is a great event, one of the most 
significant in the organization's history. Sixteen 
new members have been admitted, including 
Italy, Spain and Austria. The membership has 
been raised from 60 to 76. Of the major ma- 
tions, only the ex-enemy lands of Germany and 
Japan, along with Communist China, now remain 
outside. 

So the U.N. today is closer than ever before 
to the ideal written into its charter of universal 
membership. That principle was incorporated 
in the charter because the founders knew that 
an organization devoted to world peace, world 
unity and world cooperation could not be based 
on any other. 

To such an organization,. nations cannot be 
classified as good or bad, nice or nasty, friendly 
or otherwise. If they are nations, and not in 
defiance of the U.N. and its principles, they 
belong inside. Inclusion, not exclusion, is the 
way to make such an organization work. 

. ° * 

Almost immediately after the.U.N. was found- 
ed in 1945, however, the wartime alliance fell 
apart and U.N. issues became tied up in cold 
war strategy. Communist applicants were de- 
nied Western approval, and Western-backed ap- 
plicants drew Soviet vetoes. This stalemate has 
now been broken by the Soviet Union's proposal 
to accept 12 non-Communist and four Commu- 
nist applicants, instead of the 13 non-Communist 
and five Communist applicants in the original 
“package deal.” 

From the standpoint of American leadership 
in the U.N., it is only sensible to realize frankly 
that we have suffered a defeat, Our delegation, 
because it could not make up its mind either 
to support or to fight the first 18-member “pack- 
age deal,” permitted the Soviet Union to hold 
the initiative from start to finish, and permitted 
the Russians finally to offer the formula for a 
solution while the United States took the undig- 
nified position of abstaining from the crucial 
votes. 

Partly this came about because of the Soviet 
talent for creating obstacles in order to remove 
them. Undoubtedly also the Russians abandoned 
the 18-member plan, which they had for so 
long refused to abandon, because they sensed the 
overwhelming U.N. opinion against prolongation 
of the dispute they had helped to create. Never- 
theless they did manage to maneuver themselves 
into a favorable propaganda position most of 
the time, while the United States was maneu- 
vered into an unenviable partnership with Na- 


tionalist China,

We finally occupied the absurd position of 
declining to vote against Outer Mongolia and 
the original plan, yet urging Chiang not to veto 
the same plan. The fact that our entreaties went 
unheeded completed the indignity. 

Russia's price for a solution was the rejection 
of Japan as well as Outer Mongolia. This is 
unfortunate, but not fatal. The Russians have 
promised to work for the admission of both next 
vear, and if our State Department can develop 
a proper sense of relative values by then it 
ought to do the same. Outer Mongolia has claims 
to sovereignty equal to those of some present 
U.N. members, and keeping it out is not as im- 
portant as getting Japan in 

Chiang Kai-shek, meanwhile, has undoubtedly 
weakened his own position by vetoing the orig- 
inal 18member plan. He has abused a power 
which he held only on sufferance, and he has 
arrogantly rejected the leadership of a nation 


without whose support his regime could not 
survive. It will be harder than ever to sustain 
his claim to represent mainland China in the 
future.

Now Mr. McKay's depariment is accused of 
giving up valuable timberlands in a national 


forest on fraudulent mining claims, and of mak- 
ing most of the federal wildlife refuges vulner- 
able to oil leasing and exploration. 


Senator Scott of North Carolina, acting chair- 
man of a watchdog committee, says the Interior 
Department turned over to a mining company 
for $2355 timberlands in the Rogue River Na- 
tional Forest of Oregon from which the com- 
pany has already cut $100,000 worth of timber 
with $400,000 worth more waiting to be cut. 


This disclosure is all the more puzziing be- 
cause the grabbing of federal timberlands with 
fake mining claims has been specifically de- 
nounced by the Administration. When a bill to 
stop it was enacted by Congress, the White 
House announced that Secretary McKay “‘strong- 
ly indorsed” the measure. 

The wildlife refuges, with certain special ex- 
ceptions, will become easy prey for oi! exploita- 
tion under a new policy signed by Secretary 
McKay Dec. 2. according to the director of the 
National Wildlife Federation, Ernest Swift. Be- 
fore taking his present post Mr. Swift was an 
assistant director of the United States Wildlife 
Service, so he ought to know what he is talking 
about. 

Mr. Swift says-he understands oil-lease app!!- 
cations already are being submitted te the Fish 


and Wildlife Service under the new directive 
and that some of them have been approved. 
Does this indicate that the oil companies knew 
about the new policy even before Mr. McKay 
promulgated jt? The wildlife directive is de- 
nounced by Mr. Swift as “the nearest thing to an 
outright giveaway yet perpetrated on the wildlife 
refuge system.” F 


Senator Scott's watchdog committee intends 
to go further into the mining claims among the 
Rogue River timberlands. Congressiofial inquiry 
should also get to the bottom of the new wildlife 
directive. An over-all study of conservation policy 
and practice in the Department of Interior 
would, in fact, seem clearly indicated to Congress. 
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Prior to a Tax Cut 
While some members of Congress are hearing

- from experts how the fairness of the federal tax 


structuré is being eroded, others continue to 
discuss the pros and cons of a tax cut. 

Sound logic is against a tax cut in a time of 
prosperity with the Government debt still high 
and the budget not in balance.’ But tax reforms 
and tax cuts are not one and the same. Reforms 
— especially the withdrawal of unjustified 
favoritism for special groups — could both in- 
crease revenues and make most taxpayers more 
cheerful about sending their checks to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue. 

In discussing this situation on the opposite 
page, Thomas L. Stokes again calis attention 
to the most giotorious of tax favors—the 271% 
per cent depletion allowance for oil companies 
which they enjoy m addition to more conven- 
tional exemptions. This has been going on since 
1926 and one Secretary of the Treasury after 
another, not to mention members of Congress 
of both parties, have protested against it time 
and time again. Yet the oil companies seem to 
haye a better chance of getting a further favor 
in connection with natural gas, rather than 
having this old one modified. 


Perhaps nothing will happen until taxpayers 
become fully aware that major oil companies, 
as Mr. Stokes says, pay less of their income in 
income taxes than do other comparable cor- 
porations, The unfairness to wage-earners, pro- 
fessional people and small business men, of 
course, is worse. Especially worth noting is 
Mr. Stokes’s report that it is not the little wild- 
catter who is the chief beneficiary of the de- 
pletion allowance, even though we are always 
asked to sympathize with his allegedly hard lot. 

Here ts a chance for Congress to be fair to 
business and industry in general as well as 
to personal taxpayers. . Here also is an easy 
opportunity for an increase in federal revenues 
which eventually might contribute to a justified 
tax cut, 
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Pious Resolve in New Delhi 

It is interesting and sardonic that the joint 
communique issued by India and the Soviet 
leaders at the conclusion of the Bulganin- 
Khrushchev visit should call for continued ef- 
forts toward relaxation of international tension. 

If there were a meter to measure international! 
tension, it would certainly show today a higher 
reading than it showed when the tour began 
And can there be any doubt that the cause of 
the rise has been the apparently deliberate de- 
cision of Bulganin and Khrushchev to use their 
Indian tour as the platform for vicious, distorted, 
lying attacks on the West? 

The motive of these attacks can only be 
guessed at. It might have been to provoke just 
such an unfortunate reaction as Secretary Dulles 
displayed on the Goa question. It might have 
been to provoke the British into canceling next 
spring's scheduled visit from Bulganin and 
Khrushchev, Or it might have been just a crude 
and clumsy effort to exploit anti-Western feel. 
ings in Asia. 

Whatever the motive, fensions are obvious; 
not relaxed by such unrestrained verbal assaults 
If and when the Kremlin wants to live up to the 
pious protestations of the New Delhi commu- 
nique, it need not wonder where to begin.

As We Were Saving 

Dr. Donald E. Bird really said it when he 
said that listening is “the neglected link in the 
chain of human communications.” The Stephens 
College professor of speech, who is executive 
secretary of the National Society for the Study 
of Communications, recommended that a lot 
more listening, of an attentive, sympathetic and 
critical mature, be done. 


Dean Swift noted the poor quality of listening 
in his famous essay on the art of conversation. 
Most of what passes for listening is little better 
than impatient forbearance until the non-speaker 
gets his turn. Alexis de Tocqueville, the bril- 
liant Frenchman who pictured the United States 
more than 100 years ago, regarded the decline 
of the take end of the give-and-take of conversa- 
tion aS a peculiarly American phenomenon, “An 
American,” he wrote, “cannot converse, but he 
can discuss, add his talk falls into a dissertacion. 
He speaks to you as if he was addressing a 
meeting.” 

The overweening desire to be heard, and 
the underweening desire to pay heed, are rather 
more widespread than M. de Tocqueville sug- 
gested, however. Oliver Goldsmith borrowed 
a witty image from one of Cibber’s comedies to 
say of Sam Johnson, “There is no arguing with 
Johnson; for if his pistol misses fire, he knocks 
you down with the butt end of it.” Listening 
remains not only a rewarding but also an un 
crowded field: a resolve to practice more of it 
might be an apt move as 1956 draws nigh. 
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The Unsafe 60 Per Cent 


The lew estate of fire and safety provisions 
in the majority of nursing homes in Missouri 
has been laid upon the consciences of the opera- 
tors themselves. Sixty per cent of those which 
failed to gain approval of the Joint Commission 
on Accreditation of Hospitals were turned down 
because of deficiencies in these areas. So Dr. 
Charles E. Martin, president-elect of the Mis- 
sourit chapter of the American Academy of 
General Practice, told the Missouri State Nurs- 
ing and Allied Homes Association.

When the Legislature 
meets again in 1957 the regulation of nursing, 
boarding and rest homes should be one of the 
first orders of business: meanwhile, Missouri 
wants no repetition of such nursing-home trage- 
dies as cost 18 lives at Hillsboro in 1952 and 
brought disaster to elderly people in other 
states as well in recent years. 


Until new legislation replaces the 1955 act 
which the Attorney General's department ruled 
invalid because it exempts homes operated by 


religious, charitable or non-profit organizations,

The triumphal Asiatic tour of Khrush- 
chev and Bulganin has closed. Their 
departure, one senses, was a relief to 
their well-mannered hosts, who have had 
to listen in silence to venomous attacks 
upon other friendly nations. 

The distortions and outright lies, the 
crude efforts to rouse popular discon- 
tent, come oddly from men who at the 
same time are announcing their devo- 
tion to peace. 

This thought must have occurred to

This is not the tone or the language 
of a chief ®f state visiting other chiefs 
of state. Even worse was the shattering 
of pious calm at a Burmese shrine with 
shrill beratings of “barbarians,” “colo- 
nists” and the like. 


One must ponder Nehru’s motives in 
so publicizing the visit that millions of 
ignorant and enthusiastic Indians have 
crammed the towns at every stop. He 
may very well be playing on a theme 
in which he is said to believe: That 
there is a latent split between China 
and Russia, and that it is to India’s ad- 
vantage to side with neither and to keep 
both guessing. Undoubtedly he wanted 
Russia to understand that India played 
no favorites between East and West 

But the blatancy, even the contemp- 
fuousness, of the guests’ attacks upon 
the host’s other friends would probably 
have made the mission from Moscow 
backfire to our advantage, had it not 
been for Mr. Dulles’s unfortunate refer- 
ence to Goa as Portugal's province 

The tangible efiects of the Russian 
visit are not likely to be less impressive 
than we, or they. might think. It is a 
mistake to see India as weighing only 
the materia! advantages of taking sides.

Both Russia and China are offer- 
ing trade advantages and .barter deals 
which the Indians urgently need. 

Burma’s Premier was not making po- 
lite conversation when he spoke of Rus- 
sia’s leaders. as “friends of his nation 
and saviors of his people.” He was 
referring to a Russian purchase of Bur- 
ma’s rice surplus which saved Burma 
from economic disaster. We have a 
surplus of rice which we have talked 
from time to time of dumping abroad, 
a procedure understandably not likely 
to make the rice growers of Burma 
think of us as their saviors. 

We could still offset the Russian visit, 
and Russia’s offers. of economic aid to 
the East, if imagination and sympathy 
were allowed to influence the famous 
business man’s approach. But we could 
hardly have a spokesman poorer in such 
qualities than John B. Hollister, the 
President's administrator for economic 
aid 

“The whole starting point of our pro- 
gram,’ Mr. Hollister affirmed, in the 
face of all the evidences of Russian 
penetration into Asia, “is to aid nations 
to put troops in the field.” 

The Asian nations need to put bread 
into mouths before tigey put troops in 
the field. and the Russians are bearing 
heavily on that point. They are exvand- 
ing their trade and aid wherever it can 
bring results. 

Mr. Hollister returned from his world 
survey to announce that our economic 
aid can be cut by 20 per cent next year. 
He attributed the urgent seeking for in- 
vestments, for economic and technical 
aid in Asia and the Middle East to the 
“avaricious desire for easy money” of 
the nations overseas. 

This is no way to offset the blatant 
Russian bid for influence in the uneasy 
Fast. It is no wavy to invest in peace 
or to make the world see that we are 
the true peacemakers 


The insults of the Russians are not so 
Important. Indeed, they may have 
cleared the air of the last wisps of rosy 
cloud still floating down from that sum- 
mit meeting 

But the helping hand of the Russians. 
the specious pleas of brotherhood and 
peace, the technicians and the machin- 
ery for underdeveloped lands, these are 
important. What are we going to do 
about them. besides cutting out avpro- 
priations for the thines we know best 
how to give and teach?

LIBERAL ARTS STUDY 


He Says It Provides Tools 
Needed to Cope With 
Modern Life. 


A re-emphasis of the liberal 


arts in the curricula of the na-. 


tion's public schools is neces- 
sary because they provide the 
fundamental tools needed to 


cope with problems of modern 
life. Arthur H, Bestor, professor 
of history at the University of 
lilinois, said yesterday. 

Addressing the Washington. 
University chapter of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Professors at Brown Hall on | 
the university campus, Bestor 
described a school curriculum 
which concentrates on the “‘fun- 
damental disciplines” as modern 
because it prepares men and 
women for a life in a changing 
world rather than a static one. 

He criticized “educationists,” 
who, he said, in their obsession 
to bring curricula up to date, 
have substituted vocational 
training, “life-adjustment” edu- 
cation and study of only con- 
temporary problems for gram- 
literature, mathematics, 
science, history and philosophy. 

Learn. No Principles. 

The products of such an edu- 
cational program, he declared, 
learn no general principles to 
help them understand new tech- 
nological advances and become 
increasingly incompetent § and 
unreliable as citizens as the. 
“contemporary problems” they 
studied are replaced by new 
problems they know nothing 
bout. 

On the other hand, “liberal 
education is designed to pro- 
duce self-reliance,” he said, add- 
ing that “it teaches a man, not 
the answer to problems, but the 
way to use his general intelli- 


' gence to solve all kinds of par- 


ticular problems.”

Four years later, after resign- 
ing from his chairmanships and 
presidencies, he stood trial in 
United States District Court on 
charges of income tax evasion. 
His fortune had been washed 
away by the depression and he 
was reported to be $12,000,000 
in debt. 

Declining to take the easy 
way out through bankruptcy, 
Mr. Mitchell made a financial 
comeback that enabled him to 
meet the claims of the Govern- 
ment and his creditors. Later, 
under his leadership, Blyth & 
Co. became an important factor 
in the underwriting and secur- 
ity distributing business. 

The banker's income tax 
troubles, followed his appear- 
ance before the Senate Banking 
Committee Feb. 21, 1933. He 
admitted he had paid no income 
tax for 1929 after transferring 
to his wife 18,300 shares of Na- 
tional iCty Bank stock to estab- 
lish a loss of $2,800,000 and 
after failing to report as income 
$666,666 received from the 


| bank’s management fund. 


He resigned all his National 
City offices five days later and 
the next month was arrested on

Teachers have 
discovered time and time 
again that many of their 
deficient reading pupils 
come from homes that 
have few or any books. 
Reading requires books, 
newspapers and magazines 
that can be read. The pa- 
pers that reach the home 
rarely interest the chil- 
dren. The grown-up peo- 
fi ple claim them, and if the 
ANGELO PATRI children get the funny 
sheet that is considered their fair share of the paper. Funny 
sheets entertain, but they require little reading. Few fam- 


ilies take children’s magazines, fewer still give their chil- ’ 


dren membership in a book of the month club that sup- 
plies fine books for children of the ages up to adolescence. 


Children experience reading only when it is taught in the 
school.

A GREAT DEAL could be done at home to give the 
children a taste for reading if their parents read to them 
from their picture books. Little ones love being read to, 
and it is one of the best ways to make children ready for 
full instruction in the subject when they get to school. This 
readiness is important. It implies enjoyment of stories, a 
habit of listening and therefore of attention. It implies 
reading experience and that is what makes a fine foundation 
for beginning to read books. 

In my experience it is unwise to teach reading at home. 
That is a technical process better left to the teacher who 
has been trained for the task. The school has decided on a 
method of teaching. The mother is unlikely to know any- 
thing ‘about that method and will proceed on one she has 
experienced and has been told about. When the home- 
taught child enters the first grade, he finds he does not

The husband suffers from a 
heart condition and painful, 
crippling arthritis. His wife, 
elderly and frail, must care for 
him constantly as well as try to 
keep the little house clean and 
neat and orderly.

Bridge

VERY bridge player under- 
F stands and has a fair a&ppre- 

ciation of the term “entry,” 
but much less attention is paid 
to exit cards. Success in-a large 
proportion of deals depends 
solely on keeping such a card, 
yourself, or conversely, taking 
an exit card away from an op- 
ponent. Here's an illustration: 

South, dealer. 


Neither side vulnerable. 
North-South 60 on score. 


The bidding: 


South West East 


« Pass 2h 
Dbl. Pass 2¢ 29 
24 Pass 3¢ 39 
Pass 

West led his top club. East 
won, and avoiding the heart 
return which would have let 
declarer finesse to the jack, 
made the safe lead of the club 
queen. South won and cashed 
his two high trumps; then when 
he saw the break of the trump 
suit, shifted to spades, leading 
the ace and king. When he next 
led a spade to dummy’s queen, 
West lost no time in ruffing 
with his high trump and exiting 
with his last club. Declarer had 
to ruff this trick or concede 
defeat on the spot, and when he 
later had to open up the heart 
suit for himself, he inevitably 
lost two more tricks, and his 
contract. 

Especially after seeing the 
break of trumps, South should 
have given more thought to 
his plan of play. The sure-to- 
succeed line was marked —it 
consisted largely in taking 
away West's exit card in clubs. 


South should have made his 
first spade lead to dummy’s 
queen (thus giving West the 


smallest possible chance to ruff 
a spade before South was 
ready), and ruffed dummy’s last 
club, simultaneously eliminating 
West's last club. Then South 
could be sure of putting West 
in—by letting him ruff a spade 
or, if he refused, by leading a 
trump. West would then Have 
to establish the heart king for 
South.

SOME WEEKS AGO I wrote 
about the dinner which was 
given to introduce the two yvol- 
umes on medical research 
brought out by the Edward Bok 
Foundation. These books are 
written not only for the medi- 
cal profession but for the gen- 
eral public and they contain 
the facts which the general pub- 
lic needs particularly to know 
about. Dr. Chester Keefer con- 
siders, I believe, that no one 
in the medical profession can 
be without these books, for he 
feels that they are an important 
contribution to the study of 
medical research. 

In the New York Times re- 
view written by Waldemar 
Kaempffert on Nov. 27 he said, 
“There is nothing in these two 
volumes that any intelligent 
person cannot understand.” 


Of 


course one might add that the 
intelligent person must be in- 
terested in what constitutes 
good mediéal care, but it is of 
great importance that the pub- 
lic generally really knows what 
actually does constitute good 
medical care. Volume II dis- 
cusses the basic research being 
done on the critical problems 
of modern medicine.

THE DISEASES covered in 


this volume are cancer, all 
virus infections ‘ranging from 
fever blisters, warts, shingles 
to common colds and polio- 


myelitis all of which are: vir- 
uses), tuberculosis, infertility, 
arteriosclerosis, hypertension, 
all rneumatic conditions, chronic 
alcoholism, and schizophrenia, 
No. 1 problem of mental ill- 
ness. There is hardly anyone 
in the world who is not inter- 
ested in the way that we can 
eliminate these diseases. 

Many of the laymen who 
have worked in the voluntary 
health organizations to prevent 
tuberculosis, cancer and polio 
have long known that we needed 
to devote more money to basic 
research. Esmond Long speak- 
ing at the introductory dinner 
said, “Therapies are so ephe- 
meral. The real dependence is 
basic knowledge.” 

There is no question that 
these volumes will be widely 
read by those in the field of 
medicine, but it is also neces- 
Sary to have this information 
available to the public because 
the public is largely responsible 
for providing the money that 
goes into medical research, and 
they should understand what is 
involved.

He 
repeated this, and other tests 
with frogs, and earned the 
nickname of “the frog's dane 
ing teacher’! 

Although Galvani left it for 
others to find the true reasons 
for the twitching of the frog's 
legs, he became famous. Dur- 
ing a later period, in his honor, 
an electrie current was called 
a “galvanie current,” Our pres- 
ent word “galvanize” arose 
from his name, :Many pails and 
sheets of iron are galvanized.
